By hand selection 
of potatoes, saving only the prolific 
hills true lo type, he has been able 
to produce as high aa thirty-seven 
marketable potatoes from one MU, 
and from one potato planted a yield 
of seventy-three pounds of potatoes. 
This la s record difficult to beat any* 
where. 

These are some of the things a city 
boy has been* able to do on a fans. 
Not only has he become the owner of 
a large area of land but os this land 
he la producing crops of the highest 
quality and a maximum quantity. 
Practically the whole of the crop 
grown by him he sells as seed at a 
higher price than that obtained by 
the average farmer, and the demand 
for what he produces la greater than 
he can supply. 

He is also a great believer In live¬ 
stock. A man who bas studied farm¬ 
ing as he has done naturally would 
bn Cattle, hogs and horses age rais¬ 
ed on his farts and the samwpalna- 
taktng care in tha selection or types 
snd breeding ts paid to. livestock as 
he pays to the selection of grain, 
with results squally as satisfactory. 

Tha success of John W. Lucas 
should be inspiring to many a city 
boy. "Any boy eaa do what I have 
done In this country," he says.

I believe we would be much better 
off without a senate for all the good 
they have been to the country and its 
people in the last six months. Al¬ 
though I did not vote for President 
Wilson in the 1912 elections, but for 
his opponent, Roosevelt, I now believe 
we could not have been given a better 
man to lead us. 

I would ask Mr. Alexander who 
would have a better right to go to 
that peace conference than President 
Wilson, the man who conceived those 
original fourteen points on which the 
fteaty itself was based, the man elec¬ 
ted by a majority vote of the people 
of the United States to lead them and 
handle just such difficulties. * 

Mr. Alexander spoke of the com¬ 
mission the President took with him 
as not being men of brains. Perhaps, 
had Mr. Alexander been chosen one of 
that commission he would be a little 
more agreeable at present. It is true 
the men in that commission were not 
of the howling, mud-slinging type of 
Mr. Alexander, but there has not been 
a question as to their sincerity of pur¬ 
pose, L«.: to establish a peace that 
would not only be just as we know 
justice, but save posterity from the 
horrors of another war such as we 
have just experienced.

THE FRENCH UNABLE TO MAKE 
A FLIVVER THAT WILL PAY 


Paris, Dec. 18.—America is the only 
country in the world that ( can turn 
out a Ford. England tried and Eng¬ 
land failed and now France has chalk¬ 
ed “Failure” across the ambitious 
“Citroen enterprise.” 

Andre Citroen was one of the war’s 
get-rich-quicks. He made munitions. 
When the armistice came he decided a ' 
low-priced automobile was what the ' 
French needed and set about making 
them. But Fords were still coming 
into the Bordeaux assembling factory 
andUtWhile Fords could be bought in 
France Andre wasn’t sure he could 
sell his “Citroenades” as his jitney 
was dubbed. 

So, therefore an embargo on Ameri¬ 
can automobiles was announced. Pres¬ 
sure of public opinion forced the lift¬ 
ing of the embargo last July, but, 
not to be outdone, the French finance 
minister slapped an ostensible 75 per 
cent tax on all foreign cars which 
works out—the French cjoing the val¬ 
uing—at about 150 per cent duty. 
Citroen’s next step was to annodnee 
“quantity production” on Ford lines. 
He announced he would make fifty 
care a day. He could only make thir¬ 
ty-five a day until he went broke, as 
no one would buy them because of an 
alleged defect in the carburetor and 
the feed.

The Crow’* Neat ooal field la tL< 
most important body of coal being 
mfried la British Columbia, and in¬ 
cludes an area of 230 square mile:. 
The coal 1* high grade bituminous, 
occasionally running Into anthracite, 
averaging 64 per oent fixed carbon. 
There are 22 workable seams with a 
total thieknes* of 216 feet, 100 feet of 
which ia estimated as workable. In 
addition to this there are other coal 
bearing areas In southern British 
Columbia-^ notably at Princeton, 
where there is a field of 60 square 
miles, aqd at Nicola, where seams 
from 6 to 12 feet have been mined. 
The Nicola coal la sub-bituminous 
and analysis about 47 per cent fixed 
carbon, 39 per cent volatile, and 4 
per cent moisture. 

The total in Vancouver Island un¬ 
derlain by foal seams Is about 600 
square miles, and these coal fields 
contain some of the beat steam coal 
on the Pacific coast The coal of the 
Comox field Is coking bituminous, 
and contains 67.2 per cent fixed car¬ 
bon. the highest carbon content of all 
the Vancouver Island coals. 

The Nanaimo field has a produc¬ 
tive area of 66 square mllee. though 
the areas underlain by coal seams 
are larger than this.
